Be assured, if under Providence I shall live, 
and be elected, it shall be my earnest desire 
and endeavorso to perform the high and re- 
sponsible duties confided to me asthat no one 
of any party or classgr condition of life, can 
justly say, at the expiration of the term, that 
he or she suffered any injury or wrong from 
any act of commission or omission or neglect 
on my part. 

DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES. 

Those time-honored principles of democracy 
to which the convention in its platform refers, 
in which I was reared, and to which I shall 
evep adhere, are, indeed, I believe, the 
basis upon which all our past glory 
was achieved, and to which for 
our higher career in the future we can only 
hopefully look. Some of these it may be 
proper here to set forth, as they were an- 
nounced by Jefferson, the great founder of 
the party, more than three quarters of a cen- 
tury ago:

“Absolute acquiescence in the decisions of 
the majority—the vital principle of republics 
from which there is no appeal but to force, 
the vital principle and immediate parent of 
despotism.”’ 

“The supremacy of the civil over the mili- 
tafy authority.”’ 

‘Economy in the public expense that labor 
may be lightly burdened.”’ 

‘‘Encouragement of agriculture and com- 
megce, its handmaid.”’

The motion to recommit the naval bill 
to the appropriations committve, with ir- 
structions to eliminate all features of general 
legislation, was debated until 5 p.m. 
The vote was then taken, and it was lost— 
yeas 29, nays 34. The senate then went into 
executive session, and when the doors were 
reopened, adjourned. The genate con- 
firmed the following nomination: James 
Riley Weaver, of West Virginia, to be secre- 
tary of legation and consul general of 
the United States at Vienna: John T: Robe- 
son, of Tennmesse, to be consul of the United 
States at Beiruet; William G. Henderson to 
be collector of customs for the district of 
Pearl river, Miss.; Ervine Higgins for the dis- 
trict of St. Johns, Florida. 

THROUGH INDIAN TERRITORY, 

The house disposed of considerable busi- 
ness of minor interest, after which the floor 
was accerded to the committee on Indian 
affairs, which ealled up the senate bill grant- 
ing the right of way to railroad and telegraph 
purposes to the St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroad company through the lands of the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw nations of Indians. 
Passed after some debate. 

NICHOLSON IN EGYPT. 

Mr. Williams, chairman of the committee 
on foreign affairs, reported back the resolution 
calling on the secretary of the navy for copies 
of all correspondence with or instructions to 
Rear Admiral Nicholson relative to the extra- 
ordinary threat to open fire upon the city of 
Alexandria, Egypt, under certain contingen- 
cies, and also to inform the house whether he 
has been informed that American sailors and 
otiicers have been performing police duty in 
Alexandria under the British admiral. Mr. 
Williams, stating that the committee was in 
possession of all the information on the sub- 
ject, asked that the resolution be tabled, and 
the documents containing the information 
printed. So ordered. 

A proposition to adjourn over till Monday 
received but few votes, and then at 4:15 the 
heuse adjourned until to-morrow. 


THE VENAL PRESS 


Recelves a Day’s Attention From the Star Keute 
Judge and Attorneys 
WasHinGton, July 27.—In the criminal 
court this morning Mr. Merrick rose and said 
that before beginning the regular proceedings 
he felt bound to call the attention of the court 
to certain circumstances which placed the 


government under great disadvantage in the 


presentation of their evidence. He wished 
to move, for a rule upon A. C, Buell, editor of 
the Capital, a Sunday paper, to show cause 
why he should not be punished for contempt 
of court in an article published in that 
aaper upon July 23rd. He had charged 
Valsh with perjury and falsehood, 
and had used other abusive and libelous jan- 
guage. He also desired a rule upon Buell, 
Heim, Ringwalt, Hack and E. W. Brady, 
brother of the defendant, representatives and 
trustees of the Evening Critic, and upon QO. 
kK. Harris, one the editors of that paper fora 
similar abuse Of Walsh and of ex-Attorney- 
General Mac Veagh and ex-Postmaster-Gene- 
ral James. In these articles, the first part 
published one day and the second upon 
another day, these gentleman had been abused 
in the same .uncouth,  vituperative 
language. They were still ‘withesses 
under process of court, and had not been dis- 
charged. Mr, Merrick then read some of the 
head lines from the articles, such as ‘‘Mac- 
Veagh Gets Muddled,” ‘‘Lying Tom James on 
the Stand,’ and so on. ‘Tie three gentlemen, 
forsome reason, seem to have become the 
objects of the most vituperative as 
saults while under charge f «=o the 
court, and while giving testimony. 

These articles were intended to intimi- 
date and frighten other witnesses from giv- 
ing testimony and place the governments at 
great disudvantage in obtaining witnesses, 
for the reason that sensitive gentlemen felt 
great diflidence and unwillingness to ap- 
pear and become objects of such abuse.

The Official 
Gazette publishes a letter from Arabi Pasha, 
which declares that any per- 
sons found = iin possession of the 
proclamation dismissing Arabi Pasha 
from the ministry, circulated by the khedive’s 
emissaries, will be courtmartialed. The 
army will do its duty and defend the country 
to the last extremity. If the commercial 
and political interests of the powers do not 
indyce them to stop the British invasion a 
terrible struggle must ensue. Some Italians, 
Swiss, Germans and French remain in public 
administration and continue to receive marks 
of confidence notwithstanding the British in- 
trigues to depopulate Egypt.

MARCHING ON ARABI, 


The Rebels Chiet’a Activity Increasiag—Fort Aboukir 
to be Bembarded on friday. — 
Loxvon, July 27.—A telegram dated Alex- 
andria, at one o’clock, this afternoon, states 
that menacing activity within Arabi Pasha’s 
lines is increasing. The Daily Telegraph has 
the following, dated Alexandia, July 26th: 
Ismail Pasha has just returned from Arabi’s 
camp. The latter's proposals are regarded as 
preposterous. He seems to expect to have his 
cifenses condoned, and on this condition 
he consents to disarm a portion of the rebels 
under his command. General Allison will 
not listen to this demand and is drawing 
closer to Arabis position. A well known 
Bedouin sheikh who saved many lives and 
much property during the bombardment 
states that the head sheikh ordered him to go 
to Arabi'scamp, The minor sheikis are in 
favorof the khedive, but Arabi has bought 
overthe chief. Eighty soldiers are now being 
landed from the troup ship Orontes. The 
Orontes after their disembarkment will pro- 
ceed to Port Said and land marines. There 
is great activity in the English lines. Egyp- 
tian soldiers disguised as Bedouins have car- 
ried off ten cases of gun powder from Fort 
Almuke Kebe, near Mex. Emissaries from 
Arabi Pasha nave been preaching in mossques 
at Almuke Kebe almost daily, 
it has been therefore decided 
to reoccupy the fort, and also the fort com- 
manding the road along the shore of Lake 
Moreote, near which the patrols of the enemy 
have frequently been seen. The Times cor- 
respondent at Alexandria contirms the report 
that Arab, Pasha is in regular communication 
with parties in England. The admiralty has 
chartered toe Cunard line steamer Marathon 
for use as a transport. The garrison at Abou- 
Kir having refused to surrender the port, 
they will probably be bombarded on Friday. 
Itisrumored that Arabi Pasha has with- 
drawn with the butk of hisarmy to Daman 
Kour, leaving the outposts at Kafir el Dewar. 
The steamship Dacca with 580 marines left 
Portsmouth to day for Egypt. 
A DECLARATION FROM SEYMOUR, 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 27 —Admiral Seymour 
has addressed the following letter to the khe- 
dive: . Regarding the false statements circu- 
lated’ by Arabi Pasha and those acting under 
his orders, I think it right to repeat that 
Great Britain bas no intention of conquering 
Egypt for herself, ‘or of interfering 
in apy way with the religion or 
liberties of Egyptians. Her only object is to 
protect the khedive and Egyptians against the 
rebels. Great Britain is determined to sup- 
press rebellion and restore order. I beg you 
will warn the soldiers not to obey'the rebel 
commanders. The British government advises 
Egyptians to regard Arabi Pasha and his ac- 
complices as traitors to their sovereign and 
enemies of themselves and their country.

TURKISH INTERVENTION, 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lord Dufferin, British ambassador, has un- 
officially expressed the opinion that it is now 
too late for Turkey to intervene alone, but 
there would be no objection to the military 
co-operation of the porte. It is stated that he 
has declared it to be essential that the porte, 
previous to the dispatch of an expedition, 
should declare Arabi Pasha a rebel. The cor- 
respondent of the Times at Con- 
Stantinople says: Whether the sul- 
tan finally indorses the recommenda- 
tion of the ministry to send troops to Egypt 
dependson the attitude of the influential 
ulemas at Cairo.. If they can be induced to 
recognize the Turkish stoops as protectors 
and not asthe enemies of Islam, the sultan 
willconsent toan expedition. The conduct 
of Arabi Pasha will also depend very 
much on the attitude of the 
ulemas. If he abandoned by 
them, he will endeavor to effect some sort of 
compromise. Arabi Pasha has written to the 
sultan as follows: ‘‘I trust it is false that, as 
the enemies of [slam assert, Ottoman troops 
are coming to Egypt, as I should have to op- 
pose them by torce.”’

THE LORDS AND COMMONS. 


Debate on the Irfem Arrexzrs Bill—The Vote of Credit 
for the Egyptian Expeditien. 

Lonxpon, July 27.—In the house of lords to- 
day, Lord Carlengford, lord privy seal, moved 
the second reading the arrears of rent (Ire- 
land) bill. The marquis of Salisbury, con- 
servative, said be approved of that part of 
the arrears of rent bill relative to loans and 
the provisions for emigration, but he thought 
it would be very difficult to obtain proof uf 
the tenant’s inability to pay his rent. He 
said he hoped no more drafts would be drawn 
on the wisdom ofthe sub commissioners, 
who tad been appointed as political parti- 
sans, and the principle of whose decisions was 
inscrutible. 
confiscation let them make the bill optional 
forthe landlord. There should be some in- 
quiry as vo what class of landlords it was who 
accumulated arrears of rent in order 
the tenant before the act of plunder was com- 
mitted.

THE VOTE OF CREDIT. 

In the house of commons this afternoon, 
Sir William Harcourt, home secretary, refused 
to answer the question relative tothe arrest 
of O’Brien in Venezuela for connection witb 
the murders of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Burke, on the ground that it would be incon- 
sistent with public interests. Mr, Cladstone 
said the government had abandoned the hope 
of passing the corrupt practices biil this ses- 
sion. Debate was then resumed on the motion 
fora vote of acredit for the Evyptian expe- 
dition. Hugh C. Childers, secretary of state 
for war, said the arrangements for the expedi- 
tion were exceptionally complete. As to the 
amount of the proposed vote he defended the 
government’s estimate, and said he was sure 
parliament would be indulgent if more mon- 
ey should be needed. Of the 10,000 reserves 
just summoned 3,000, he said, would 
be sent to Egypt, apother 3,000.would form a 
reserve corps and the remainder would be 
drafted into regiments at home. He hoped 
and believed that the campaign would be 
closed in three months.

A BOGUS ASSASSIN. 


A Seotchman in Venezuela Tries to Geta Free Pas- 
sage Back Home. 

Dustin, July 27.—It appears that Westgate 
or O’ Brien, arrested in Venezuela on his con- 
fession 9f participation in the murder of 
Lord Cavendish, is a Scotchman, and from 
the knowledge the police have of his move- 
ments, the authorities are coufident that he 
was not so concerned. The alleged asssas- 
sin gives his name as William Westgate. 
He was arrested on the 16th instant on his 
own confession.

* Seung White Weman Arrested for Taking «a Negre 
ae “evond Mucband.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., July 25.—A good deal of 
excitement was cawsed to-day in certain social 
cireles by the news of the arrest of a handsome 
young white woman, net more than twenty, 
ona charge of bigamy, her second husband 
beimg a big, burly negro, as black as night, 
and ene of the most ignorant of his class. 
The charge was made by the woman’s 
mother. 

About two years ago Anna Seibert was 
wooed and won bya well-todo mechanic, 
named Morgan, of thiseity. Some few months 
since Morgan moved to Pottsville, taking his 
wife with him. The latter used to come here 
frequently to see her mother, and during 
these visits she met and fell desperately in 
love with the negro, whe was a common la- 
borer in the employ eof a tar-roofer. The dar- 
key’s mame isSam Tayler. He knew thatthe 
woinan was married, buton the 8d of July 
he induced her to go before a colored Metho- 
dist preacher in this city, pamed Evans; who 
married them. Itis believed that Evans was 
not aware of the previous marriage of the 
oman. 

When the matter came to the motber’s 
knowledge, she pleaded with her daughter to 
leave her second husband and return to her 
home. On her refusal to do this promptly 
the mother had her arrested upon the charge 
of bigamy. She was taken before Magist®ate 
Bulkley, but before any proceedings were had 
she repented and agreed to leave the negro 
and go home with her mother. The mother 
is nearly distracted, while intense excitement 
exists among the friends of the daughter, 
sume swearing vengeance upon the negro ‘or 
marrying her.

A Negro Woman Walking on the Track is Torn to 
Pieces—DeKalb County Buys a Pauper Farm. 
Thomaston Personals—Upson Superior 
Court—Who W Killed First, 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Marietta, July 27.—This: morning as fhe 
way freight was rounding the curve just. be- 
low the old tanyard crossing the engineer dis- 
cevered a woman walking up the center of 
the track. He blew the danger signal, but 
she either did not hear or would not heed. 
He then blew on brakes and reversed his en- 
gine, but it was toolate. The iron monster 
seized its victim and dragged it under its 
wheels, and in an instant a living, breathing 
human being was crushed to a mass of “quiv- 


ering flesh and muscle. The engine first 
struck her from behind, throwing her upon 
her face, tearing loose the skin and flesh, 
completely scalping her, and breaking her 
arm in four or five places. The next turn of 
the wheels the back of her head struck a 
' cross-tie crushing ber skull and making a 
fearful gash from which the brain oozed. 
He right foot was terribly crushed and 
was only held to the leg by a shred. The 
flesh was completeiv torn from the bone as 
far as the right knee, and from a murderous 
gash in her side protruded several broken 
ribs and blood was flowing from numberless 
cuts and bruises. Therailroad track for 30 or 
40 yards where the body was dragged was 
strewn with bits of flesh and clothing and the 
ground dyed with biood. 

The vietim, Lucy Durham, was a half crazy 
negro woman who has been an inmate of the 
county poor-house. She left there this morn- 
ing with ali her worldly goods in a bundle 
upon ber head, going to visit her daughter, 
who lives at Acworth. It is thought that the 
bundle upon her head prevented her from 
hearing the train, which was going quite 
slowly at the time—not more than fouror five 
miles an hour. 

No blame is attached to the engineer, who 
did all in his power to prevent the catastro- 
phe.

WHO WAS KILLED FIRST ? 

Cusseta, Ala., July 27.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: Gentlemen—In your paper a few days 
since there appeared a communication from 
Major 8. B. Wight, of Albany, Ga., in refer- 
ence to the ‘‘First Dead Rebe).’’ I desire to 
correct the major as regards the death of the 
soldier by the bite of asnake. Early in May 
1861, the Fifth Georgia regiment was ordered 
to Pensacola, Fia. While we were cutting 
down the thorny chapparal thicket, cleaning 
up a parade ground for old ‘‘Camp Stephens,”’ 
Mr. Parkins, our chief musician, who 
was a member of Company A, ‘Clinch 
Rifles’ from Augusta, Georgia, caught a small 
snake and was carrying it around in his hosom 
and @®metimes in his pocket. He contended 
that the snake was harmless and provoked it 
to madness when it bit him five or six times 
on the back of the hand. In spite of the best 
medical attention, Mr. Parkins was dead in 
six hours after the snake bit him. The writer 
saw*him after he was laid out in his tent, 
dressed in his uniform of green and gold. He 
looked as ifonly asleep. That night an es- 
cort of honor carried his remains to the depot, 
the band playing a dirge and the torches 
flickering cast a fitful glare on the troops, 
who, with muffled drums, reversed arms and 
s lemn tread, followed the remains of their 
“ead comrade to the train, which bore him 
iv Columbus, Georgia, where I think he is 
Luried. It being the first death in our regi- 
ment, and the sad circumstances surrounding 
it, made a lasting impression on my mind. 
So faras I know, that was the first death 
among the confederate troops at Pensacola, 
Florida, up to the mid Ne of May, 1861. The 
regiment which Major Wright refers, the 
First Georgia Volunteers, Colonel Ramsey, 
was stationed over at the navy yard, War- 
rington, Florida, nine miles from Pensacola.

THE ATTEMPT AT ASSASSINATION. 


The Facts and the Cause of the Shooting of Julian 
Beyd Near Thomeon. 
From the McDuttie, Ga., Journal, 

‘On Sunday last, between sundown and dark, 
Mr. Julian Boyd, a young man of this coun- 
ty, while returning home from a neighbor’s, 
was waylaid and seriously wounded. The 
facts, as we learn them, are substantially as 
follows: Mr. Boyd, who was ridinga mule, 
was within about a nile of his home (the 
former residence of his father, Mr. J. H. 
Boyd)and justashe was crossing a branch 
near Germany creek he was fired on by a par- 
ty or parties concealed in the thick bushes 
near the roadside. His assailant was not more 
than 20 or 30 feet distant, and it isa wonder 
that Mr. Boyd was not killed outright. At the 
sound of th® gun the mule took fright and ran 
up the road. As he started another load of 
buckshot was discharged at the rider, but 
missed its mark. Mr. Boyd tried to stop his 
mule, but could not do so. He did not know 


he was hurt until within a quarter mile of 
home, when he grew faint and sick and fell to 
the ground unconscious, where he was found 
shortly afterwards by parties from his house 
who became alarmed at the mule appearing 
without his rider. Mr. Boyd was conveyed 
to his house and Dr. E. 8, Harrison sum- 
moned to attend him. On examination it 
was found that only one ball had struck his 
body, though several others had penetrated 
bis coat. The ball thet made the wound en- 
tered the left breast just above the heart and 
ranged toward the right lung, and so far the 
probe has failed to find it. On Monday Mr. 
Boyd was removed to his. father’s residence, 
about three miles distant. We learn that he 
is very weak and suffers much pain, but it is 
hoped that the wound will not prove fatal. 

For good reasons, which are well unaer- 
stood in this community, and to us are amply 
sufficient, we publish only the above State- 
ment of the facts immediately connected with 
the attempted assassination. The inner his- 
tory of the whole affair will be*made public 
at an early day.

“Crawford!” sang out the brakeman, as the 
second station below Athens is reached, and 
we disembarked from the train literally into 
the posom of our friends. This is one of the 
most thrivigg villages in middle Georgia, and 
is remarkable for the solvency of its mer- 
chants and the sobriety and piety of its in- 
habitants. The town was named in honor of 
Wm. H. Crawford, the compeer of Calhoun 
and Webster, and oneof the most remarkable 
men the south ever produced.

Elevated upon a commanding site, it 
completely overlouks the thriving little vil- 
lage at its feet, while the eye takes in a land- 
scape of rural life and beauty for any miles 
on every side. The Georgia railroad winds 
around tue farm for several miles, and the 
train looks like a huge serpent as it gracefully 
glides onward, 

THE HOUSE 
isalarge, rambling building, constructed in 
the shape of an L, but it is in perfeet repair 
and nowhere are the signs of age visible. [he 
ving was built by Mr. Shelton Oliver, the 
former ownerand father to Mrs. W:llingham, 
but the older portion was erected by Mr. 
Crawford. Those large open fire-places mark 
a past epoch in architecture. Around this 
hospitable hearth bave often gathered the 
statesmen and jurists not only of Georgia, 
but tue United States, and the future politics 
of the nation were Lere settled beyond appeal. 
As soon as you invade these fpr -inises you 
feel] yourself surrounded by tuuse vidences 
of refinement so proverbial to the south in 
her better days. Mrs. W.is quite a connoisseur 
in flowers, and on every hand you see bloom- 
ing in luxuriant radiance the rarest ex- 
otics. This lady has searched the union to 
add to her conservatory, and she has probably 
the finest private collection in Georgia. It 1s 
really a treat’ to wander among her floral 
treasures and drink in their perfume and 
feust the eye upon the varied hues. Dr. Wil- 
lingham: has only owned this farm about two 
vears, but even in that short time he has made 
most wonderful changes and improvements.

“No, I don’t care about telling the world 
the best way of traveling without money. 
I don’t belong to any railroaders’ unions, 
and I don’t travel on a card, like some peo- 
ple do. I know a.great many railroaders 
can get carried wherever they want to go, 
provided they can show up a pass or a card. 
I never ask fur passes, and that’s why I never

get left. Stowaways in freight cars, feilows 
that get under cars and ride on trucks, and 
men who jump freight trains and ride on 
bumpers or lie flat on the top of house-cars, 
are not scientific free travelers. They take 
too many chances, and they get left. Nine 
cases out of ten they’re looked upon as 
tramping thieves or bums. Of course there's

The yarns that 
can be spun and the experience meetings of 
railroaders and tramps would make an inter- 
esting book. [can talk railroading to the 
best of ’em. Thev don’t know, but I’m one 
myself; and they don’t know how soon they'll 
take a tree trip themselves,

That was on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville road. I got a new $20 bill for that job, 
and you can bet your very life that me and 
all the brakemen along the Ithe clear to Mo- 
bile and New Orleans had a picnic in a quiet 
way that we'll never forget. Why, sir, we 
had fruit, sandwiches, cold chicken, pie, lem- 
onade, porter in bottles, sardines, cigars, hot 
coffee, and the best tobacco to be had for 
money.

Congres#man Blount’s Opinion in the Matter of the 
Potomac Fiats—The Delusion and Snare of the 
Internal Revenue Bill—Consideration for 
Rice Requested—Personal Points.

Wasnincton, July 25.—The recent threat of 
Mr. Beck to speak over all his old tariff 
speeches before the senate finishes the consid 
eration of that question reminds me ofa 
criticism I recently heard a sensible democrat 
pass upon his party.

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BLAINE’S BLOWS 


Againat the Testimony ef Rebert Randall and Minis. 
ter Elmore—The Chill-Peruvian Meas. 
Wasuincton, July 27.—House committee 
,on foreign affairs to-day by a unanimous vote 
reconsidered its former decision in regard to 
the statement recently received from ex-Sec- 
retary Blaine in responseto one submitted by 
tobert Randall, and without objection the 
statement of Blaine was made a part of the 
record of its proceedings in the Ch‘li-Peruvian 
investigation. In his letter, which is very 
long, Mr. Blaine says: The question of ve- 
racity isthe last ong to be raised betweer 
Randall and Elmore. I have not desired to 
raise it respecting any statement in Randall's 
supplementary testimony except where nec- 
essary tomy own defense, and even there 
I perceive the theory which ac- 
counts for the strong  misrepresen- 
tation of my position made by 
Randall, in his conferences with me. whic 
were not so numerous as he thinks (sheet 27), 
for he mistakes hjs efforts to see me for mu 
tual interviews. The talk wag about the con- 
dition and prospects of Peru. To Randall’s 
ears Peru meant Credit Industriel, and the 
expression of my desire to preserve the auton- 
omy of Peru meant to him the adoption of 
the Gaillaume programme, the “ee pac 
and all, by the department. In short, my in- 


terest in the fate of Peru he construed meant 
interest in the Credit Industriel. This or 
some other error of judgment may account 
for Randall’s statement that 1 was talking to 
him about the Credit Industriel in a tone 
directly contrary to that which I was con- 
stantly using im my official correspondence. 
The absence of all possible motive for mis- 
leading Randall relieves me from making any 
argument on that point. I have no reco!iec-. 
tion of ever writing a line to Randal or re- 
ceiving a line from him. Our intercourse 
was always polite; was always of iis 
own seeking; was always unimpartial and 
was never for a single moment in a confiden- 
tial. The respect I feel for Kilmore prey«nts 
any future expression in regard to his

As 
soon asthe charge in regard to the Peruvian 
company was practically abandoned or at 
least totally disproved the accusation about 
the Credit [ndustriel was started. 1t origina- 
ted with the same men, was plied in a large 
part by the same agencies and with a singu- 
lar identity of tacties. Dispatches that a little 
while before meant unmistakably the Pe- 
ruvian company were now _ pefceived 
to refer without doubt to the 
Credit Industriel, and though the _ two 
interests were opposite and hostile, the flexi- 
bility of the dispatches could, in some para- 
graphs, accurately represent. either. Mr. 
Chairman, two statements of that coniiict 
cannot be true, but our lessons in logic teach 
us they can both be false. I submit to you 
that in this case they have both been proved 
false.

The Ohie Ex-Senator Rises to Explain the Sitvation 
in his State—The Temperaace leste 

New York, July 27.—Kx-Senater A. G. 
Thurman, of Qnio, in reply toquestions by a 
Mail and Uuxpress reporter, relating to the po 
litical situation in Ohio, said: ‘I think we 
have a very strong ticket in that state and 
that our chances of carrying the day are very 
ceood—better than they have been in years. 
All the nominees are en of sterling intellect 
and known integrity. They form @ very 
strong ticket indeed.” 

‘On what issue is the campaign based?” 

“The temperance issue mainly. Of this 
question the democrats have taken a broad 
and liberal view. While deploring the cut 
of intemperance as much as anybody, they 
are of the opinion that restrictive laws such 
as the temperance fanatics advocate would 
only increase the evil instead of remedying 
it. The republicans, on the other haud, are 
favoring this temperance element. I think 
it will prove disastrous tothem, At any rate, 
they will lose the German vote, for the Ger 
mans, while not addicted as a rule tothe 
consumption of alcoholic liquor, are opposed 
in principle to any restriction in their sale. 
They will therefore probably, vote with the 
democrats. 

‘Is anti-monopoly also a campaign issue in 
Ohio?’ ‘Well, returned the senator with a

tion. The nearest approach to it is a small 
body of greenbackers, who scarcely count for

Mr. Thurman refused ‘to express any opin- 
ion on the anti-monoy oly question Ile said 
he did not care to give ang off hand view of a 
subject which needed a great deal of study, 
He declared all statements to the effect that 
he had been politically killed by accepting a 
retainer from the railroads as utter ‘*bosh.”’

DISEASES IN STOCK, 


Pleuro-Pneumonia Bill te be Pressed fer 
Consideration in the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, ID. C., July 27.—Senator Wil- 
liams, of Kentucky, has given notice that he 
will press for consideration, in the morning 
hour, day by day, the pleuro-pneumonia bill 
passed some weeks ago by the house. The 
bill is ofthe greatest importance to the cat 
tle interest of the country. While not per- 
fect, as Mr. Saunders, of the cattle commis- 
sion, remarked at the time it passed the 
house, itisastepin the right direction. It 
imposes a penalty upon shippers and trans- 
portation companies for taking and 
removing through any state or 
territory animals which have been ex- 
posed to have contracted contagious diseases, 
expecially pleuro pheumonia. In the opinion 
of the commission the law should provide for 
the location of pleuro-pneumonia, and then 
prohibit all removals of stock from localities 
where the disease exists. There are many 
localiues where’ the  pleuro-preumonia 
known to exist, most of it being probably in 
Maryland. Nearly all the cattle about Balti- 
more, and right here in Washington and 
vicinity, are afflicted with it, and it spreads 
slowly from farm to farm. If not suppressed 
it will soon cross the mountains and only the 
accident of travel from west to east has-pre- 
vented such a disaster long ago. The Texas 
senators will oppose Mr. Williams’s bill be- 
cause they fear 1¢ may prevent the driving 
north of cattle when afflicted with the Span- 
ish fever, which prevails in Texas.

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The Urigin of Dorsey’s ‘‘Soap.”’ 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

In ome of the small towns I bought limes 
and gave the girl one dollarin payment. By 
way ef change she returned me forty-nine 

ieces of soap, the size of a water-cracker. I 
ooked at her in astonishment, and she re- 
turned my look with equal surprise, when 
the police officer who witnessed the incident 
hastened to inform me that soap was the legal 
tender in many portions of the country for 


small sums. 1 examined my change and 
found that each cake was stamped with the 
name of a town and of amanufacture author- 
ized by the government. The cakes of soap 
were worth 1% cents each. 

Afterwards in my travels I frequently re- 
ceived similar change. Many of the cakes 
showed signs of having been in the wash-tub; 
but that, I discovered, was not at all uncom- 
mon. Provided the stamp was not obliteratad, 
the soap did not lose any value as currency. 
Occasionally a man would borrow a cake of a 
friend, wash his bands and return it with 
‘hanks. I made use of mine more than 
once in my bath, and subsequently spent 
them.

In obedience to this general de- 
sire a_prebiminary Sunday-school assembly of 
all the southern states has been called to meet 
at Tullahoma, Tenn., on the 17th of August 
and continue several days in session. The 
object of that assembly:is clearly defined in 
the call to be ‘for the purpose of establishing, 
organizing and locating a general southern 
Sunday-school assembly, to meet annually at 
such time and place as may be selected for 
that purpose.” 

THe CONSTITUTION reporter suggested that 
perhaps the people of the south were not suf. 
ficiently alive to the benetits to be derived 
from such gathering. 

This elicited an emphatie reply from the 
gentleman interviewed—‘‘you are laboring 
under a great mistake. The people are thur- 
oughly aroused on this subject. Tennessee 
suggests Tullahoma and hascalled a meeting; 
North Carvlina tenders the All-Healing 
springs, near King's mountain, with buijd- 
ings costing $18,000, and several other points 
ace spoken of. One gentleman suggests I lor- 
ida ‘“‘because there js muci water there;’’ 
Toceoa, Ga., is willing to give the falls and 
the lands around it for this purpose. So it 
wil] be perceived that the feeling is not con- 
fined to one section.” 

Here again THE ConsriTvuTion’s deubting re- 
porter asked if there was notso much division 
as to the locality as to produce a discord and 
pr vent an agreement upon any place. 

“Not in the least. Asthe enterprise is not 
intended to make money for itself or enhance 
the pecuniary interests of others, but designed 
to promote the moral and intellectual growth 
of the country, while it affords a summer 
recreation to all classes of persons and a 
means of high order of social culture and 
enjoyment free from questionable sports and 
pastimes and suited in its methods to the 
highest Christian refinement.of the age, the 
absorbing question will be ‘what place will 
meet the requirements necessary tur perma- 
nent success?” 

‘In that case,’’ ventured the reporter, 

“much depends upon the requirements. 

‘‘What are those requirements?’ 
THE REQUIREMENTS, 

“Whileit would seem that centrality would 
have much to do with settling the location, it 
enters very little into the essential elements 
of success. Centrality would be desirable, 
but if not to be had, its absence is not fatal. 

‘There are four essential poimts that cannot 
be disregarded, and must be secured, in order 
to secure sSuCcCeSsS, 

“1. Accessibility by rail is very important. 
Transportation enters largely into the atten- 
dance. Those who have attended centennials 
and other gatherings, a mile or two even dis- 
tant from a railroad know the fatal objection 
to a point of thatcharacter. It must be close 
to a railroad; not only that, but to a railroad 
whose length of lines gives it power, and who 
evinces an abiding interest in it. 

‘2. An abundance of pure air and water. 
The location must be one where there is ample 
room for expansion, and where no crowded 
town with filthy streets can poison either the 
The greater the distance from 
a city the better. | 

‘3. The location should be one possessing 
scenic attractions. There must be something 
in the surroundings to attract, inspire and 
awe. 

“4. A very important requisite is that the 
location must be one free from malarial dis- 
eases and epidemics. Though a place pos- 
sessed all the others, and lacked this, it would 
be fatal to locate them.’’ 

“How issuch .an institution to be gotten 
up?” 

‘There is but one practical way, and that is 
the organization of a stick company, with 
capitai sufficient to the machinery in 
motion. A legal body can receive contribu. 
tions for this purpose and will inspire confi- 
dence. With concert oi sction the work can 
be accomplished.”’ 

“Is not this movement a sudden inspira- 
tion ?”’ 

“No, sir. It has been gaining slowly since 
the meeting of the International Sunday- 
school convention in Atlanta (when it was 
first suggested ) and is the begitimate sequence 
of that convention.’ 

Here the reporter remembered that some- 
thing of the kind had been spoken of at Sa- 
vannah, to be located at or near Tallulah 
Falls, and he asked: 

1 TULLAHOMA AND TALLULAH. 

“Is there not such an institution to be lo- 
cated at Tallulah Falls, and will not the Pul- 
lahomia meeting conflict with 1b?” 

‘The meeting at lullahoma does not con- 
fliet with wiiat is contemplated at Tallulah. 
It is in accord with the spirit of the Tallulah 
enterprise. Those who are conducting the 
meeting at Tullahoma are Christian gentie- 
men, baving in view no other object but the 
good of the cause. I feel confident that will 
heartily favor Tallulah. The matter was first 
sugyested in Atlanta in 1878, and attracted 
the attention of their State Sunday-school 
convention. At the meeting of that body 
last May in Savannah the whole matter was 
referred to a committee consisting of 
J. R. West. Savannah; J. W. Wallace, Au- 
gusta; J. B. Estes, Gainesville; Lamar Cobb, 
Athens; J. ©. Courtney, J. ©. Kimball, Sid- 
ney Root, Atlanta; M. A. Candler, W. G. 
Whidby, DeKaib county. That committee 
have prepared a charter ior a stock company, 
called the Tallulah association, with a capital 
stock of $25,000 (shares $25 each) and power 
to increase it to $250,000, It is free frum sec- 
tional, sectarian and political influences, hav- 
ing for its object the industrial, mental, moral 
and religious improvement of the people. 
The intention of the corporation is to pre- 
pare and contro! accommodations for the as- 
sembly of Sunday school conventions, tem- 
perance, educational, literary, moral and 
christian gatherings. The corporators em- 
brace leading educational, temperance, liter- 
ary, Sunday schoo! and christian men in the 
south. The charter will soon be approved, 
when the company will proceed to work, and 
I assure yeu they mean to succeed, 

‘With the organization perfected, there is no 
question of their success. Several hancsome 
donations to it are awaiting that event. 

“The scope of the Tallulah association is 
wider than that of a Sunday-school assembly. 
It takes in all, as you perceive, and I even? 
look for large agricultural congresses to be 
held there. It possesses all the requisites, 
and Nature has marked it out as the gery 
location. 

‘Under the inspiration of the several gather- 
ings here, 1 see in the future grand results at- 
tained in all the fields covered by these sev- 
eral associations. In the near future I see 
not Sunday, but Bible schools ail over the 
land, where parent and children unite in 
studying together the written Word, and 
where those who teach the Bible are taught 
not only by earthly instructors, but by the 
Great Teacher "’
